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"The respective counties of the State shall provide 
in the manner prescribed by law, for those of the 
inhabitants who by reason of age, infirmity or mis- 
fortune, may have claims upon the aid and sympathy 
of society; 

provided, however, the Legislature may by 
general law provide for a uniform Statewide system 
for such benefits, and appropriate money therefor; 

but no such general law shall provide benefits to any 
person who shall not have been a resident of the State 
of Florida for a period of five years continuously next 
preceding his application therefor, nor shall such gen- 
eral law provide for benefits to any person solely on 
account of age who has not attained the age of sixty- 
five years ; 

provided, further, that where 
by any law of the United States, a lesser or different 
period of residence, age or citizenship shall be fixed 
in order for the State of Florida to participate in any 
Federal grants that might be made for such purposes, 
the Legislature may prescribe such requirements as to 
citizenship, age and residence as will be consistent 
with and not in conflict with such Federal law."

Dear Governor Bryant: 

This marks tne end of die first year of this department's effort to 
install in public assistance a program of social rehabilitation services. 
Instead of mere relief, As you know, many welfare recipients are 
virtually unemployable; so, social rehabilitation implies net only getting 
Jobs, but better living levels; not 100% Independence so often as more 
fruitful lives; and not grading poverty, but health and decency; and, 
above all, a better future for many children. 

Our attack on dependency moves ahead conservatively, because we are 
not only changing tne emphasis of the department's assistance activity,, 
but we are overcoming the inertia of past years. These matters are 
discussed in the following report; in more detail. 

Though we feel duty bound to mention some of our problems, we cannot 
stress too much the many thousands of constructive services which the 
workers of this department are now able to extend to needy and troubled 
people; and, we cannot exaggerate the value of these services, in human 
experience, to the people of Florida.

FLORIDA'S STATE WELFARE PROGRAM 

The State Welfare Board governs the State Department of Public 
Welfare; it exercises the supervisory, regulatory, and policy making 
powers in the department. It further has the responsibility to admin- 
ister, or to cause to be administered, all social welfare carried on in 
Florida by the use of joint federal and state funds; and, it may co- 
operate with counties and cities in administering their welfare services. 
The State Welfare Board is composed of one member from each Con- 
gressional District, plus one from the state at large, appointed by the 
Governor for 4-year overlapping terms, and confirmed by the State 
Senate. The board employs on administrator, designated as the State 
Welfare Director, to carry out its decisions. The State welfare programs 
are administered through the twelve district boards which are respon- 
sible to the State Board. 

The district welfare boards have a supervisory function in the state's 
twelve welfare districts. They have the responsibility to supervise the 
administration of the rules, regulations, and policies adopted by the 
state board for the department. Members of the district welfare boards 
are also appointed by the Governor, two from each county in the dis- 
trict, and more in proportion to population. Both the state and district 
board members serve without compensation, but are reimbursed for 
necessary expenses. 

The programs are supported by general revenues appropriated by 
the State Legislature and supplemented by federal funds in the event 
that conditions prescribed by the Federal Social Security Act are com- 
plied with. These conditions are intended to insure fair and equitable 
distribution of funds, and to leave the responsibility for administration 
entirely with the State. 

Chapter 409, Florida Statutes, gives the department broad responsi- 
bility to care for needy persons, to make and carry out plans for the 
rehabilitation of persons in need of care, and to provide necessary 
social services for troubled families and children. This statute also 
makes the State Welfare Board responsible to determine the amount of 
aid, within the limits fixed by law, that applicants may receive. This 
amount is determined by (1) the money appropriated by the Legis- 
lature; (2) the number of eligible applicants; (3) the extent of need of 
each eligible person. 
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PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 



The two most significant changes in the public assistance pro- 
gram were the addition of Medical Assistance for the Aged, and 
the authorization to develop a broader concept of public welfare, 
to transform the emphasis of public assistance from the welfare 
grant to what is generally a Social Rehabilitation Service pro- 
gram. 

Medical Assistance for the Aged is a public assistance activity 
designed to provide medical care to low income, aged people who 
do not receive Old Age Assistance. The 1963 Legislature author- 
ized it at a minimal level of activity, offering the benefits of pay- 
ment of some hospital bills and payment for some visiting nurse 
service. The number of persons receiving this assistance grew at 
a slow but regular rate during the year. 

The principal difference between the Federal authorization 
for funds to support state MAA activities and Florida's present 
MAA program lies in the fact that, although the Kerr-Mills 
amendments to the Federal Social Security Act authorize a broad 
range of medical benefits, Florida law names only two. 

The new Social Rehabilitation Service policy broadens the de- 
partment's scope in serving needy and troubled people; and it 
spells out, in some detail, what the department can do to help 
people deal with their own problems. 

By Social Rehabilitation Service we mean all the normal pro- 
fessional services performed by a social worker to help a person, 
as he is, to rehabilitate his functioning as a part of the society 
in which he lives. In general, we include also the services which 
prevent loss of functioning when this is threatened, and those 
which protect an individual after his loss of functioning, when 
that is necessary. Though we include prevention and protection 
as a matter of broad definition, we must often list these, and 
others, as separate services for purposes of emphasis, or to insure 
clarity. 



The department's basic responsibility to all applicants and 
recipients of public assistance is: 

1. To provide the person with an opportunity to present his 
problem as he sees it. 

2. To clarify for him the services of the department and the 
eligibility requirements. 

3. To assist him to establish eligibility by himself, to the 
extent that he can do this. 

4. To plan with him to make a full use of the resources of the 
department to meet his needs, including the use of special 
items in the public assistance standards, or of other spe- 
cially organized programs. 

5. To provide him with information about other resources in 
the community which pertain to his problem. 

6. To refer him to other resources in the community which 
may be appropriate to his situation, if the client wishes 
to have this done. 

7. To encourage the client to arrive at and carry out a plan, 
in relation to his needs and problems. 

These services are provided in relation to the economic, health, 
housing, educational, recreational, social, vocational, and emo- 
tional needs of each applicant and recipient, and his family. 

Here are examples of some of the problems, common among 
the aged, blind, or disabled, which are generally responsive to 
the services available from this department. 

1 . Individuals who need protection, because of physical or 

mental limitations. 

2. Persons who, because of physical or mental conditions, need 

help to remain in their own communities, to continue to 
live in their own homes, or to return to their own homes. 

3. Blind, and other disabled individuals, with some potential 
for self-support, in whole or in part. 

It is the Aid to Families with Dependent Children program 
in which a vocation, or the training or education for earning a 
living, is a part of the long range goal for so many recipients. In 
addition, here are examples of some of the problems common 
among families with dependent children and which are particular- 
ly responsive to the services of this department. 

1. Unmarried parents with unmet medical needs, and who 
need to make plans for a child's future that may involve 
such a service as adoption placement, or the legal pro- 
blems affecting the rights of the mother or child, or en- 
vironmental problems related to illegitimacy. 
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2. Families disrupted by the desertion of one parent or the 
impending desertion of the second parent, where parental 
responsibility needs to be strengthened or reconciliation 
explored. 

3. Families with adults or teen-agers who have a potential 
for self-support. 

4. Children who need protection or who have special health 
or educational problems. 

Now, these examples are not hypothetical, they are real. For 
instance, people are now able to continue living in their own 
homes who formerly would have gone into an institution; chil- 
dren are being helped so they want to stay in school and better 
themselves; people were enabled to leave institutions; estranged 
marital partners are being helped to find a better relationship 
between themselves and their children; old people are being 
helped to find and use the appropriate medical or recreational 
services; and mothers are being helped to gain work skills; and 
some are being helped to provide better homes for their children. 
In short, the effort to transform assistance into service is work- 
ing well. But, the transformation is just begun. At least three 
more years will be required to make this basic change, but in 
this first year we already see good results in many, many cases. 

During the fiscal year, other changes in public assistance 
policies: 

1. Gradually liberalized the Medical Assistance for the Aged 
program so that it would benefit an increasing number of 
eligible persons. 

2. Controlled the program of prescribed medicines by the 
vendor payment method so as to restrict expenditures 
within the limits of the appropriation. 

3. Exempted all, or a part, of a child's earnings when the 
family has a future education plan; and, that a needy 
child may be eligible even though he has a step- father. 

Toward the end of the fiscal year the department returned 
to a policy of giving to the Selective Service Boards social infor- 
mation from our records, and of gathering additional informa- 
tion for them when necessary; and, the department will continue 
to furnish information to state hospitals and correctional insti- 
tutions on the basis of records in our files; and will continue to 
forward to the counties the out of state requests for verification 
of residence status and authorization for return transportation 
to Florida. 



As authorized by the 1963 Legislature, the department estab- 
lished a demonstration project of foster home care for the aged, 
limited to 300 cases. In these cases, the maximum welfare grant 
may be as high as $135 a month, so the recipient may purchase 
the foster home care himself. By the end of the fiscal year, the 
program was well established in the state, although there was 
not enough yet accomplished to warrant an evaluation of the 
project. 

Locating absent parents in Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children has long been a major concern of the department, both 
from the standpoint of financial contributions and the interest 
of the absent parent. During the past year, added emphasis has 
been given to the location of such parents, and new methods have 
been developed. More absent parents have been located and 
the various methods used are in the process of being evaluated 
as to their effectiveness. 
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PERSONNEL 



The department began the year with 1,308 regular positions 
filled, and ended the year with 1,687 positions filled and with 
92 vacancies. This appears to be a large increase, but it came 
after four years under a rigid staff ceiling, and a low pay plan. 
One of the results of this, which the department is struggling 
to overcome, is the present slowness of some of the department's 
services. 

For instance: At the beginning of this year there were over 
nine thousand people whose applications for assistance were be- 
ing studied. In addition, the department's child welfare staff esti- 
mated that it was able to meet only half of the protection, care, 
and guidance needs of children they knew of in their community. 
The public assistance staff reported that, in some parts of the 
state, a person who came in to ask for help would have to wait 
four or five weeks before there would be someone available to 
help him make his initial application for assistance. These short- 
comings are the cumulative result of the four years during which 
the department operated under an arbitrary staff ceiling of about 
1,300 positions, and during which the employee pay scale was 
substantially below that recommended by the State Merit Sys- 
tem. This one year is not long enough to overcome the accumu- 
lation of problems from the past. 

The department's capacity to overcome those problems draws 
strength, mainly, from line number 791 of the 1963 appropria- 
tions act. It authorized funds "to provide salaries, expenses, 
and operating capital outlay for . . , increased . . . services for 
welfare recipients. ..." The department's program of "increased 
. . . services" will gain substantial additional federal funds, and 
thereby allow the department to complete this transition, and 
ultimately give better service to all eligible persons. This pro- 
gram requires a lot of additional, transitional work: classifying 
each case to determine if it needs services (and over 70^'r do); 
hiring, orienting, and training staff members; and assigning small - 
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er caseloads of "service cases" to the social work staff. This 
transitional process itself slows down, for the present, the ability 
of the department to overcome fully the inertias of past years, but 
the new Social Rehabilitation Service, as it goes into effect, is al- 
ready giving increasing thousands of recipients many of the op- 
portunities which they so badly need to improve their condition. 

The 1963 Legislature also approved eight more workers for 
Child Welfare Services, nineteen more for the new Adoption 
Placement Services, and twenty-seven more for the new Medical 
Assistance for the Aged program. 

On August 27, 1963 the State Budget Commission released 
the first funds to the department to hire 215 additional staff 
members to work on the Social Rehabilitation Service program 
(plus the 19 for adoptions and 27 for medical assistance). In 
January 1964, the budget commission released funds to hire an- 
other 198 employees for the Social Rehabilitation Service pro- 
gram. 

During the year the department hired 675 regular employees 
and separated 309. This means that a great many new em- 
ployees are still learning their jobs and are naturally unable to 
carry a full workload. This means that many full workloads, 
formerly carried by experienced workers, had to be distributed 
among other workers already carrying full workloads. Obvious- 
ly, with this high a rate of employee turnover, substantially 
lower workloads are a goal still to be achieved. 

The number of employees a welfare district is authorized to 
have depends on its classification of cases. The twelve districts 
are allocated staff positions on the basis of this table:

Though these figures are useful to allocate public funds to 
hire staff, these caseload figures have virtually nothing to do 
with the actual daily job of the department's workers in serving 
needy and troubled people. Many welfare workers are still re- 
sponsible for two to three hundred cases. And, as the year closes 
there are almost eleven thousand people waiting for their appli- 
cations to be processed. 
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CHILD WELFARE SERVICES 



As authorized by the 1963 Legislature, the department estab- 
lished a statewide public adoption placement service and the first 
child was placed in January, 1964. During the first eight months, 
eighty-five children had been placed and placements were in 
process for twenty-five additional homes which had been studied 
and approved. 

The department's Citizens' Advisory Committee on Day 
Care of children developed a program of study and a series of 
statewide public conferences on the subject of day care in or- 
der to stimulate local communities and governments and volun- 
tary agencies to assume a leadership role in the development of 
the services needed by the children of Florida. 

During the year, these counties appropriated funds, admin- 
istered through child welfare units, to be used directly for the 
care of children whose own homes have, for some reason, failed 
them: Alachua, Bay, Brevard, Broward, Dade, Duval, Escambia, 
Gadsden, Hillsborough, Indian River, Jackson, Lake, Leon, Mar- 
tin, Monroe, Okeechobee, Orange, Palm Beach, Pinellas, Polk, 
Putnam, St. Lucie, Sarasota, Seminole, Volusia. 

The State Welfare Board authorized the department to 
print and distribute a form to be used in the reporting of abuse 
of children as provided in Florida's new "Battered Child Law" 
and also to establish a central index of all cases reported to the 
Juvenile Courts under this law.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 



During the year the department's Civil Defense Coordinator 
consulted with the Civil Defense Director and with the Emer- 
gency Welfare Services Officer in each of the 67 counties. Thirty 
of these counties have completed their general plan for the ad- 
ministration of emergency welfare services. Many others are 
still in the process of completing their plans. 

Due to turnover among civil defense directors during the 
year, repeat visits have been necessary to a number of counties. 
At the same time, the Department's Civil Defense Coordinator 
has worked with the counties' emergency welfare service officers 
to work out plans for recruiting and training their voluntary 
emergency welfare services staff. 



COMMODITY DISTRIBUTION 



At the beginning of the year thirteen counties were distribut- 
ing food commodities directly to needy persons. These counties 
were Broward, Dade, Dixie, Escambia, Hardee, Hillsborough, 
Lake, Leon, Okeechobee, Pasco, Polk, Santa Rosa, and Taylor. 
In these counties, federally donated food materials are distribut- 
ed directly to persons who are eligible because they are recipients 
of public assistance, or are being helped by county welfare pro- 
grams, or are of low substandard income, according to other 
standards.

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GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 



During the year the State Welfare Board authorized the cre- 
ation of a new division of training, to install a training program 
for all employees. The position of director of the division was 
not filled. 

In the interim, the training programs of the respective di- 
visions and districts continue as before. The principal training 
innovation has been that ail supervisors of public assistance units 
have been brought into the state office in groups for three-week 
training sessions. In all, 675 new employees have been oriented 
and given some training during the year. This training was to 
equip the staff better to carry out the program of social services 
now being installed by the department. 

The department has added to its state office services a staff 
attorney, responsible directly to the State Welfare Director. Dur- 
ing the year the attorney assisted in the prosecution of fraud 
cases, represented the department in licensing and adoption ac- 
tions in the courts, and gave legal counsel and interpretation on 
matters of eligibility in public assistance. 

The department's internal auditor, also responsible directly 
to the State Welfare Director, has completed an inventory of 
equipment and supplies for which the department is accountable 
and has continually audited locally appropriated child welfare 
services funds.
